This celebration of their service comes 
during Women’s History Month. 

Rosies, symbolized by the iconic “We 
Can Do It!” image, answered the call to 
duty during the war, working in factories 
building bombers, tanks, and other 
weapons — jobs traditionally done by men. 

The original Rosie the Riveter, Rose Will 
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Rosie the Riveters take Honor Flight to Washington 
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Monroe, moved to Michigan to build B-24 
bombers at Willow Run in Ypsilanti. 

“Honoring these amazing ladies of our 
greatest generation is a promise I made 
five years ago,’ said Bette Kenward, 
president of the Eastern Michigan Women 
Ordinance Workers chapter of the Rosie 
the Riveter Association. “Sharing their 
inspiring stories and energetic patriotism 
for this country is truly a privilege. 

“These Rosies have done so much and 
asked for so little in return. I am so grateful 
for for this opportunity to host their Honor 
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Flight and could not have done it without 
the support of so many,” she said. 

This is the first Honor Flight trip 
organized by the Eastern Michigan WOW 
Chapter of the American Rosie the Riveter 
Association. A total of 40 Rosies have 
participated in Honor Flights to date. 

Following the visit to the Capitol, the 
Rosies visited the National Mall, stopping 
at the World War I and Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt Memorials. The day ended 
with a reception at Boeing’s headquarters 
in Arlington, VA, where the Rosies were 
presented with special Boeing Rosie the 
Riveter coins in honor of the passage 
of the Congressional Gold Medal Act, 
recognizing their work during the war. 
These coins were flown into space and 
returned to Earth on Boeing’s Starliner 
spacecraft.

EGLE reopens public comment on 
Romulus aboveground operations 


Michigan residents have an additional 
30 days to provide comment on the 
relicensing of aboveground hazardous 
waste operations at the Republic Industrial 
and Energy Services (RIES) hazardous 
waste facility in Romulus following the 
reopening of the public comment period by 
the Michigan Department of Environment, 
Great Lakes, and Energy (EGLE). 

The reopened comment period runs 
from April 3 to May 3. Written comments 
on the aboveground hazardous waste 
activities and the draft renewal license 
can be submitted to Ronda L. Blayer, 
Environmental Engineering Specialist, at 
BlayerR@Michigan.gov or EGLE, MMD, 
Hazardous Waste Section, P.O. Box 30241, 
Lansing, MI 48909. 

Written comments must be postmarked no 
later than May 3, and include the writer’s 
name, address, and email; a concise 
statement of the basis for the comments; 
and the supporting relevant facts upon 
which the comments are based. 


The original public comment period ran 
from Dec. 30, 2022, to Feb. 16, 2023, and 
included a public informational meeting 
and a public hearing. No public comments 
were received during that period, however 
recent events including the delivery of 
waste from the Ohio train derailment have 
generated significant public interest in the 
facility. EGLE is responding to public 
requests for additional time. 

EGLE officials stress that comments 
must be on the technical and compliance 
elements of the proposed relicensing. The 
agency does not have authority under the 
law to approve or deny the relicensing 
based on support or opposition alone, nor 
to decide based on lack of need. 

The underground injection system at this 
location is jointly regulated and licensed 
by EGLE and the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. The state license does 
not expire and is not part of the current 
proposed relicensing.

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Some people in Sumpter Township are 
getting mail asking them if they want an 
absentee ballot for the May 2 election. They 
are confused because they don’t know of 
any election. Willie Finley called me. He 
had just gotten out of the hospital and he 
wanted to know what was happening. He’s 
been a faithful voter for many years and 
keeps up on things. 

He said he called township hall and the 
reply was confusing. He asked if it was in 
the paper and was told that they use an online 
paper, The Eagle. He said he hasn’t seen that 
paper in years. It stopped publishing a paper 
newspaper in spring of 2020. 

I looked up the election on the state 
website and it listed the following elections 
on May 2 this year: Airport Community 
Schools, Lincoln Park city, Lincoln Park 
Public Schools, Northville Public Schools, 
Woodhaven-Brownstown School District 
and Wyandotte city. 

Mr. Finley and his neighbors must be in 
the Airport Community Schools district. 
In its election the school district is asking 
for permission to borrow $64,240,000 and 
have those taxpayers in its district pay it off 
over 26 years, with 2.85 mills in 2023 and 
estimated simple average millage over the 
years of 3.63 mills. 

It is confusing. Sumpter Township is 
served by five school districts: Airport, Van 
Buren, Lincoln, Huron, and Milan. 

Two sisters who grew up in Romulus and 
now live in Dearborn dropped by to see us 
while they were in the building getting their 
taxes done across the hall at Belleville Tax 
& Accounting. They said they subscribe to 
the Independent and look for the Romulus 
stories. There aren’t many. I told them I 
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wished Romulus had its own paper and they 
agreed that they missed the old Romulus 
Roman. It was nice to meet them and I said 
Td try to put in a few Romulus stories when 
I have room. 

A man who grew up in Sumpter and now 
is a university professor in California called 
to ask for help with information for a book 
he is writing about black pedagogy. He was 
especially interested in Bessie Hoffman 
school details. I told him the late Clarence 
Hoffman told me the school was named 
after his mother who was the first black 
school board member in the Lincoln School 
District. Our caller said he was sorry to see 
it in such disrepair and disuse. It hasn’t been 
used by the district in several years. 

Our caller said he had talked to others 
in the community and some had sent him 
information. They also said he should talk 
to me. I gave him some information on 
who might know more about schooling in 
Sumpter. It was interesting to talk to him. 

My son Jim operates a couple of weather 
stations and at 4:20 p.m., Saturday, March 
25, it registered a wind gust of 89.5 mph 
with wind speed of 2.5 mph and he thought, 
surely, his equipment had made an error. 
Then his other weather station reported a 
similar wind gust. The wind gust reports 
were sent out on the internet as an Ambient 
Weather Alert when wind gusts are more 
than 60 mph. 
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While I was out delivering papers last 
week Ken Smith told me he had sold the 
Douglas Carpets building to Osier Electric. 
He said he’ll be out of there in June. 

We received an email from a reader: “I was 
overjoyed to read the letters of memories 
that you published in recent issues. When 
one reads of the happy times of living and 
shopping in Belleville, our current troubles 
and worries seem to 
kinda’ fade away. First. I 
confess that there have 
been times over the 
past few years, and 
most currently, when I 
have been thoroughly 
disgusted with this, our 
current generation. Just 
before reading your published memories, 
I wanted to ask your advice on a weekly 
‘column’ dedicated solely and entitled: 
“Remember When.’” 

That would be fun, but the Independent’s 
goal is to print news, that means new stuff 
that readers might need to know. Our space 
is so limited these days that we don’t have 
extra space. 

The Ypsilanti Historical Museum 
publishes “The Gleanings” a few times a 
year.

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BYC dock postponed again by VBT Board of Zoning Appeals

After almost two more hours of discussion 
on the issue, at its regular meeting March 
14 the Van Buren Township Board of 
Zoning Appeals again postponed action on 
the Belleville Yacht Club’s request for an 
exception to the 40 foot maximum dock 
length set by ordinance. 

The BZA also had postponed action on the 
BYC request at its Jan. 10 meeting, where 
a public hearing was held, and then did not 
hold a February meeting. The planning 
commission also held a public hearing on 
Jan. 11 on the dock site plan and reviewed 
a revised preliminary site plan at its Feb. 8 
meeting. 

At the March 14 BZA meeting, the 
problem was that three board members 
said they were voting in favor of the BYC’s 
request and three said they would vote 
against it, leaving a perceived tie. 

In most governmental bodies, a tie 
vote means the motion does not pass. 
VBT Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Dan Power was given a five- 
minute recess in the BZA proceedings to 
research whether a full board was needed 
to vote on the issue. 

According to the board’s Rules of 
Procedures, the board is made up of seven 
members and two alternates, but the 
agenda listed only six members, who were 
all present. 

The only missing member was alternate 
Charles Larocque. An alternate would 
vote if one of the members is absent. 
Larocque was reappointed to the BZA by 
the township board at its Nov. 11 meeting. 
He was not identified as an alternate in the 
appointment. 

Planning commissioner Gerald Cullin 
was in the audience ready to vote if 
the preliminary planning commission 
appointee Jeff Jahr could not. 

In the BZA Procedures rules, Section 
7, on voting: “Any decision made by the

BZA shall require a majority vote of the 
membership of the BZA...” 

After the break, Director Power told the 
BZA that for the request to be granted 
needs a “majority” present and there was 
less than a majority of BZA present. To 
pass a motion needs a majority vote of 
members of the BZA. 

“The decision of the BZA is final and 
can only be changed through an appeal to 
circuit court,” Power said. 

BYC representative Scott Jones had 
presented a different proposal at this 
meeting, reducing the BYC request for 120 
feet for the dock to 85.3 feet and a new dock 
configuration. He also said side setbacks 
had been revised from the previous 12 feet 
to 21 feet. 

When BZA member Aaron Sellers asked 
what was different from last time when 
Jones said that EGLE [Environment Great 
Lakes and Energy] told him his layout 
was safer, Jones said the BYC took into 
consideration the public comments on 
safety and reduced the number of boats to 
16 and got rid of the T-docks which were 
encroaching on BYC neighbors. 

Jones said they would love to have more 
than 16 boats. When Seller asked how 
many boats they can have now, Jones said 
16. 

Chairman John Herman said they have 
had their public hearing and normally they 
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Burhop’s Collision 
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don’t have public comment on this part 
of the agenda, but he invited members of 
the audience with something new to say to 
come forward. 

Jeff Riggs of Potter Dr. in Belleville said 
he liked the reduction in the length of the 
docks. He said the Denton Road bridge 
could be shut down to boat traffic for 
construction and when that happens a vast 
amount of the lake traffic will be in front 
of the BYC, Sandy’s Marina, and the DNR 
boat launch next to the BYC. He suggested 
the BYC redesign the docks further to get 
down to 50-ish feet. 

Sellers asked if it is safe to assume the 
bridge will be closed. He said it is now 
passable. 

Power said he will check and can report 
back at the next meeting. 

Jack Ridenour of Harmony Lane handed 
each BZA member a printout of a 2011 
story in the Independent. He said Jones 
and the BYC had requested a marina be 
built on his property on North Liberty 
Street and the story quotes then interim 
director of VBT Planning and Economic 
Development Terry Carroll saying VBT 
did not have the authority to grant a marina 
because of the FERC [Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission] license. 

He said now the township has a lake 
ordinance and he questions what authority 
VBT has to grant this request. There were 


only four things the township could grant 
on the shore and a marina wasn’t one of 
them. 

Sellers asked Power if he was confident 
the BZA could rule on the exception. 
Power said there was a lot of discussion 
on lakeshore use between 2014 and 2016 
and an ordinance was passed. He said it 
still is likely to require FERC and EGLE 
approval. 

Power said the regulatory bodies allow the 
township’s vetting of the ordinance before 
the plan is submitted to those agencies. 

“Maybe we can’t approve construction 
without FERC and EGLE approval,” he 
said, adding, “There is authority to go 
through this process.” He said in 2011 
there was not an ordinance and there was 
an opinion that the township could not give 
approval. 

Kathleen Walsh of Harmony Lane said 
the ordinance was written after 2011, but 
the FERC contract has not changed. She 
said she had a copy of it. She said things 
have been constructed on the lake without 
approval and nothing happened to those 
violating the ordinance. She asked that 
nothing be started until all the state and 
FERC regulations are met so the township 
doesn’t authorize violation of the contract. 

Corey Gibson of East Huron River Drive 
said he is happy the requested length

is no longer at 120 feet. He said all the 
public hearings and work by the township 
have been a waste of taxpayer money. 
He pointed to the tiki lounge which was 
built first before getting permits. And the 
docks were 50-ish feet and went to 80 feet 
without permission. 

Herman said they have a non-conforming 
dock now and they want to improve it and 
clear the site. 

“They got to this point without permits,” 
Gibson insisted. 

Linda Ridenour, of Linda Vista, said there 
is a difference between non-conforming 
and built without permits. She said she 
believes there is nothing wrong for a 
municipality to take it down if it was built 
without a permit. She said she had been a 
code enforcement officer for 15 years. 

She said the Remerica office she drove 
by on the way to the meeting is private 
property next to Harris Park. She said if 
the business wants Harris Park as a private 
park, would the township give it to a 
private group for use? 

“I don’t think that’s fair,” she said, noting 
the BYC operates all winter long without a 
boat dock and they do just fine. 

She said 40 feet is less lake access than 
most of the people on the lake have. She 
said Johnny’s, Sandy’s and Hayward’s 
would want more access, too. 

Ridenour said she was on the ordinance 
writing committee and the intent was 40 
feet. No question. She said people can put 
up a dock as long as they want for personal 
enjoyment up to that point. 

Peter Creal said this dock has caused 
a division in the community. There are 
passionate people who are against the 
project but praise the BYC for all the good 
things it does in the community. 

He said he is not a member of the BYC 
and he listed many of the positive things 
the private club does. He said it is a positive 
energy in the community. He said Jones is 
a visionary and founding member of this 
club who chose to invest in the community. 

Then, BZA chairman John Herman went 
around the board table to get statements 
from each of the BZA members present. 

“I do not believe the new proposed length 
will be a problem,” said Aaron Sellers. “I 
would vote yes.” 

Jeff Jahr, planning commission 
representative, gave a lengthy presentation 
on each of the five items listed by Power as 
needing to be addressed and concluded that 
all five were lacking and he would not be 
voting for the exception. 

He said the docks that were in place 
when the ordinance passed were legal 
non-conforming. One was removed and 
replaced with 85 foot dock that is not 
permitted. It is not legally non-conforming. 

“I have a copy of the FERC license and I 
strongly suspect ... that anything is going 
to have to have FERC approval,” he said, 
stressing he is not a lawyer. “It makes it 
a federal project.” The lake goes through 
the hydropower plant, he said. The license

has any structure limited to 75 feet and this 
may not make it past FERC. 

BZA vice chairman Amos Grissett said, 
“Mr. Jahr, you put it in great words, words 
from my heart. What I’m thinking.” He 
said FERC and the fire department have to 
give their stamps of approval. 

“Those are for a planning committee 
site plan,’ Herman said, adding, “Our 
[BZA] decision is final.’ He said if 
approved by the BZA, it goes ahead to the 
planning commission, staff, public safety 
department and, once approved by the 
board of trustees, goes to FERC. 

Grissett said he agrees with Jahr’s 
comments to all five issues and, “To me, I 
can’t go with it.” 

BZA board secretary John Haase said 
these were the same five items they had 
back in January and they went to the 
planning commission and back and they’re 
still the same five. 

“This is different than a variance,” he 
said. “It’s an exception.” He said it is not 
precedent-setting. He said the planning 
commission got more information for them 
and got the safety lights. “I think they meet 
all five criteria and will be a benefit to the 
community. I’m in favor of supporting 
their request.” 

Trustee Kevin Martin, the township board 
liaison to the BZA, said, “Commissioner 
Jahr is pretty much on point.” He said he 
had a safety concern on the length of the 
dock and the ordinance says 40 feet. 

Herman said this is not a a residential 
area and it’s not a marina, either. It’s a club, 
he said. 

“Our decision is final,” Herman said, 
noting the present request is one-third less 
than originally proposed. He said as far as 
the Denton Road bridge, they can’t make a 
decision on something that might happen in 
the future. “I was inclined to give approval 
on the permit, with stipulations on part of 
the motion,” he said. 

At this point he gave Jones the option 
to ask for a postponement, but Jones asked 
for a vote. 

Power reported he got word that the 
county says it’s safe to go under the 
bridge, but when it’s under construction he 
assumes there will be a period where it will

be closed. 

Sellers said the BZA is split and they 
are not making the final decision, but just 
getting it to the next level. 

“What we do is not really final,’ Herman 
agreed. 

“There’s a potential for it to be 75 feet,” 
Seller said. 

Haase asked what if they end up with a tie 
and Herman said it fails. 

Power said the motion should be in 
the affirmative, so if the motion fails the 
exception fails. 

That’s when the confusion began over 
whether there were enough members to 
vote. 

Jones requested that they delay the vote 
until they have a full board, or at least an 
odd number. 

After much discussion, the request was 
postponed to the full board at the next 
meeting. 

Also on that night’s agenda was a staff- 
requested interpretation of ordinance 
wording of maximum building height of a 
residential building and whether it should 
be limited by one or both — height in feet 
and height in stories. If building height 
is limited only by the height in feet, the 
number of stories would not be applicable, 
so long as the building height does not 
exceed 30 feet, Power said. A public 
hearing was held on the issue and nobody 
spoke. 

A motion to interpret the ordinance in 
the traditional interpretation with both 
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measurements and the most restrictive 
prevailing, with the planning commission 
to consider the wording at its earliest 
convenience, was made by Jahr and 
seconded by Grissett. 

The vote was a tie, with Grisset, Martin 
and Jahr voting yes and Herman, Haase 
and Sellers voting no. It was considered as 
failing and will be put on the next agenda. 

Two residents and their design 
professionals were in the audience. 
Lawrence and Margaret Zelanka of 
Ormond Drive said they had a building 
permit for a two-and-a-half story house in 
2019 but then COVID came and the permit 
expired. The house they want to build does 
not exceed 30 feet and Power sought a 
general ordinance interpretation. 

A motion was made by Haase, which 
passed, to direct the staff to go back to the 
applicant and help them bring a variance 
request back to the BZA and work with the 
planning commission. 


Sellers said he felt sorry for the couple 
who have been waiting for four years to 
build their house. 

The two-hour-and-40-minute meeting 
adjourned at 9:40 p.m.

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VBT goes into mediation in law 
suit against Visteon over bonds

At the March 14 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Local Development Finance 
Authority, LDFA vice chairman Doug 
Peters gave an update on the township’s 
lawsuit against Visteon Corporation in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said on 
June 6 the township will go into voluntary 
mediation and the two sides agreed on 
a federal judge they both trust to do the 
mediating. Both sides will share the cost. 

Peters, an attorney, said both sides will 
give information to retired Judge Gerald 
Rosen, who was Chief Judge of Federal 
Court in Michigan’s Eastern District and 
was part of the Detroit bankruptcy. 

“This is the best chance for Visteon to 
settle,” said Peters. “If not, I recommend 
we go to trial.” He said Visteon does not 
appear to want to settle. 

Supervisor McNamara said Peters, 
McNamara and others will be locked in 
a room with others for the mediation. He 
said three members of the board will be 
there. He said he wants to make sure the 
board has enough votes for a decision, but 
not too many sitting together that would be 
an unlawful quorum. 

When Peters asked if the legal bills are 
being charged to the LDFA, McNamara 
said they were. 

The March 14 meeting featured the 
Informational Meeting required under 
Public Act 57 of 2018. Two such meetings 
are required each year. 

The 2022 Synopsis of Activities also is 
required to be placed on the LDFA website.

The LDFA was formed to finance and 
construct eligible public improvements for 
Visteon Village which was completed in 
2004. The LDFA established a development 
plan and tax increment financing plan 
which identified the improvements, 
estimated the costs of the improvements 
and estimated the amount of tax revenue 
the authority would capture based on the 
proposed improvements. 

In order to finance the construction of 
the public improvements, the LDFA issued 
$28 million in bonds to cover the costs of 
the improvements and those bonds were 
guaranteed by the township’s ability to tax. 

The primary focus of the LDFA at this 
time is the payment of the debt obligations 
as a result of those public improvements. 

Due to economic conditions the LDFA 
will not capture sufficient tax revenue to 
cover scheduled debt service and due to the 
shortfall, which occurred on Oct. 1, 2019, 
the LDFA was loaned $700,000 on Sept. 
4, 2019 by the township to assist with the 
bond payment. 

As of Dec. 31, 2022, the township has 
loaned the LDFA $6,175,000 and accrued 
$100,058.85 in interest on the loan for a 
balance of $6,275,058.85. 

The LDFA and township continue to 
pursue legal action against Visteon because 
of the shortfall. It is Wayne County Circuit 
Case #19-016479-CB before Judge 
Edward Ewell, Jr.

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Sumpter Twp. Board delays adoption of 2023-24 budget

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
took the recommendation of Township 
Manager Tony Burdick to delay the 
adoption of its 2023-24 budget from its 
March 14 meeting to the March 28 session. 

Burdick told the board on March 14 that 
they got valuable input on the proposed 
budget and he and staff asked to allow 
them to go over it and bring a modified 
budget back at the next meeting. He asked 
the board to table the budget approval and 
it did. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, who was chairing 
the meeting in the absence of Supervisor 
Tim Bowman, said budget changes were 
recommended at the last meeting. 

Trustee Don LaPorte said the board set 


requirements for a balanced, razor-thin 
budget. He said board members wanted 
funds available for upcoming needs, but 
not an unnamed, rainy day fund. 

The original March 14 agenda carried 
an item entered by Supervisor Bowman 
for $7,000 raises for board members 
and $2,500 raises for deputies. This was 
removed from the agenda before the 
meeting and a new agenda published. 

For the March 28 meeting, the agenda 
carried an item for 5% raises for each board 
member, which was followed by approval 
of the 2023-24 budget. (The Independent 
deadline does not allow a report on that 
meeting yet.) 

The 2022 salaries provided by the 
township to the Independent showed the 
supervisor with a basic salary of $38,000,

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VBT gets $4,059 from County Land 
Bank to tear down dog Kennel

“Its not sanitary or safe,’ Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said of the old dog kennel at 39700 Tyler 
Rd. at the March 21 regular township 
board meeting in explaining why it is being 
torn down. 

He said it is a blighted building and can’t 
be used for anything. 

Supervisor McNamara said there was a 
new opportunity in 2023 to seek funding 
through the county and the state Land 
Bank Authorities and so they were able to 
receive $4,059 through the county. 

The next step was for the board to approve 
a memorandum of understanding to pay 
for part of the demolition of the former 
dog kennel. The board voted unanimously 
to approve. Absent from the meeting were 
Clerk Leon Wright and Trustee Donald 
Boynton. 

The memo points out funding has been 
made available by the state and county Land 
Bank Authorities to support demolition 
of blighted structures on publicly owned 
properties in Van Buren Township. The 
grant is through the Wayne County Land 
Bank. 

It also stated with the necessary 
demolition around the structure the project 
will have an estimated total cost between 
$8 000 and $9,600. 

In other business at the 37-minute 


meeting the board: 

e Approved participation in the new 
national opioid settlements reached with 
Teva, Allergan, CVS, Walgreens and 
Walmart and to approve the supervisor 
to enter into future opioid litigation 
settlement agreements in coordination with 
the recommendation from national and 
local counsel. The memo of understanding 
approved will address how the $17.3 billion 
in funds are to be distributed through the 
municipalities and counties who agreed to 
file together nationally; 

e Learned about the mParks (Michigan 
Recreation and Park Association) 
“Innovative Programming” award to the 
VBT Recreation Department for The 
REAL program, with special thanks 
to Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter who created The REAL program 
from the ground up; 

e Approved the budget amendment to 
increase the 2023 amended budget to 
$1,078,000 and adjust the reimbursement 
account to $987,000 for the Iron Belle Trail 
project; 

e Approved a budget amendment to 
increase by $925,000 the funding for the 
French Landing fishing dock reconstruction 
project. Supervisor McNamara said last 
year the township had a problem getting 
permits for the work, so they will finish 
this year. Elizabeth Renaud, director of

Court Watching: 
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Suspect arraigned for 2021 murder 
of woman in Westlake apartment

John Brian Green-Johnson, 32, with 
a Detroit address, was arraigned by 34" 
Court Magistrate Al Hindman on March 23 
on a charge of homicide-open murder and 
felony firearm in the death of a Van Buren 
Township woman on May 9, 2021. 

He was arraigned by zoom while in 
custody at the Van Buren Township Police 
Department. Bond was denied and he 
was remanded to the Wayne County Jail. 
A probable cause conference was set for 
April 5. 

He originally was arrested on May 9, 
2021, said Van Buren Township Detective 
Dale Harrison. In 2021, he was charged 
federally for a weapons offense, a parole 
violation, and sentenced to serve two years 
jail time. He was then extradicted back 
to Michigan for the Van Buren Township

murder case. Wayne County issued the 
murder warrant while he was in federal 
custody, Det. Harrison said. 

The defendant had previous addresses 
in Westlake Circle in Van Buren Township 
and in Romulus. 

Also on March 23, Magistrate Hindman 
arraigned Green-Johnson on a_ bench 
warrant for failure to appear at a 2021 court 
session on a charge of domestic violence- 
aggravated assault in Romulus on Feb. 8, 
2020. The pretrial on the bench warrant 
also is set for April 5. 

On Sunday, May 9, 2021 at about 4 p.m., 
the Van Buren Township Police Department 
began receiving information regarding a 
potential homicide that occurred within the 
township. 

VBT Police Chief Jason Wright said after 
many steps and much investigation, the 
body of 29-year-old Amber Nicole King 
was found in a storage unit in the City of 
Westland. 

Chief Wright said police determined that 
a suspect had shot a female in an apartment 
at the Westlake Apartments. The female 
victim’s identity was unknown initially 
and her body had been moved. However, 
officers had a suspect’s name. 

Chief Wright said officers were able 
to locate the scene of the homicide at 
Westlake. A search warrant was obtained 
and VBT Police requested the assistance of 
the Michigan State Police Forensic Unit to 
process the apartment. 

Further investigation led VBT Police 
to Monroe County where the Monroe 
County Sheriff’s Department located and 
arrested a male suspect, who was a VBT 
resident. Acting on information, Van Buren 
detectives subsequently executed a search 
warrant on a storage unit in the City of 
Westland where the female victim was 
found. 

The victim was a 2011 graduate of 
Belleville High School. She was survived 
by ason and many relatives in the Belleville 
area.
